DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-11 and 13-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The closest prior art, that is Sanders et al, US Patent number 6,706,405 (hereinafter 
Sanders) discloses reacting a linear siloxane with a silsesquioxane compound in the presence of a 
catalyst, such as an organic peroxide (curing accelerator) (column 6 lines 40-51). Sanders 
further discloses that the linear siloxane is of the formula

Wherein A is an unreactive unhydrolyzable group and Z are reactive unhydrolyzable groups such 
as epoxycyclohexylethyl groups (column 5 lines 1-25) and that the silsesquioxane is of the 
general formula 

Wherein X is an unhydrolyzable group such as a phenyl group which can be condensed. 

4. Because the X group of the silsesquioxane must be unhydrolyzable, one skilled in the art 
would find no reason to modify the silsesquioxane of Sanders in any way to a phenolic group 
and as such, deems the composition of instant claims both novel and unobvious.
